Missed Exciting Time 
Mr. Esch spent yesterday in Chi­ 
cago, dropping around to the then 
unopened republican headquarter®, 
the coliseum and other places of in­ 
terest In the coming national conven­ 
tion. 
When told that today the na­ 
tional committee is in the throes of 
one of the most spectacular and bit­ 
ter fights in its history, the represen­ 
tative laughingly regretted congress 
had not adjourned one day later, so 
as to have precipitated him in Chi­ 
cago in the midst of the fight.

You, who have had 
the rigors of war engraven upon your 
memories by shot and shell, by bay­ 
onet and saber, need no word from 
me to declare the duties of this day 
and hour. 
As members of the Grand

soldiers in the Spanish 
war, 
you 
throng the cemeteries of the land, 
followed by a sympathetic 
people. 
But to the present 
generation 
it 
seems fitting and proper that a scene 
in this bloody yet glorious conflict 
be lifted up as an inspiration, as a 
standard of the high courage of the 
armies north and south.

Historically the 
first national convention was held: in 
in 1831.

few men, bait that method- was un- 
popular. In that year, however, the

Republicans, 
nominated ; Clay in open convention 
and the democrats adopted the same 
system. 
It is not' strange1 that the early 
conventions attracted little or no 
attention nationally, for the people 
\Jelt that they had no direct hand In 
ther election iof the president. There 
.was usually one man pre-eminently 
fitted for thei place and his.election 
'^was merely a matter of form. Even 
In tfae Lincoln convention in'I860, 
'little- oratory was indulged in and 
up to the time of Ro'bt. G. Ingersoll's 
great speech nominating James G. 
Elaine we find little or no attempt 
at care/ully 
prepared 
nominating 


speeches. At the Cincinnati conven- 
tion- the .tide.ran strong for Blaine. 
and when Colonel Ingersoll; who was 
then .little known, outside his native 
state of Illinois,\ made his classic 
nominating speech he wqn for feim- 
,self well deserved laurels.

no other nominating speech has stood, 
the test of time1 like this wonderful, 
concise speech.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 5 
(By J. C. Welliver.) 
That congress at a single stroke in 
the closing days of the session added 
a force of 150,000 'men to the army 
of the United States is a fact that has 
as yet become scarcely appreciated. 


The bill to Increase the efficiency 
of the militia, which was pushed 
through congress and signed by the 
president, is in many respects the 
most important piece of military leg- 
islation for many years. 
It went 


through congress with but scant no- 
tice in view of its importance. Yet 
under its operation the power of the 
president to conduct a war on short 
notice and to hav& at his command 
a vast body o£ trained men, far ex- 
ceeds any power in these 
respects 
ever before possessed by the. chief ex- 
ecutive in this country in time 
ot 


•peace. 
The authority of the presi- 


dent over the organized militia 
or 


national guard is greatly increased 
and, 
moreover, the legislation 
un- 


doubtedly means that the 
national 
guard of the different states is.to be 
brought to a high standard of mili- 
tary perfection and that 
without 
much delay. 
Regular Army and Guard AVanted. 
By this bill, the national guard 


has been converted into an. efficient 
and thoroughly-equipped reserve for 
the regular, army and the relations 
between the'guard and the regular 
army force have been 
made much 
closer. 


So far reaching is the 
bill, that 
John Sharp Williams, the democratic 
leader of the house, declared on the 
floor that the .bill gave the president 
the right to carry on war without a 
declaration of war by 'congress and 
also to send the militia into foreign 
countries.

and less than 45 .'years of ag?. It Is 
to be~ divided Into two classes, the na- 
tional .guard or organized .militia'and 
the remaining militia'or resei-v.e mi- 
litia. 


Discipline Same as in Army. 
It is provided that -on and 
after 
January 1, 1910, the discipline o£ the 
organized Vmilitia or national guard 
shall be the same as that of the reg- 
ular army. It is the purpose of the 
war department to insist on adher- 
ence to this provision. As soon as 
may be, the guard is to be .brought 
up to regular army standard in re- 
spect to discipline and equipment and 
it will be the plan to put every or- 
ganization of the guard -in readiness 
for prompt field service. Through .reg- 
ular annual maneuvers, if the war 
department can have' Its . way,- the 
members,of the national guard will 
get good opportunities for training in 
con junction'with regular troops. •' 
An'Efficient Army. 
The bill as enacted leaves 
little 
loophole for men or officers of 
the 
national guard to escape service when 
called out by the president. -It is pro- 
vided that every officer and enlisted 
man who.shall be called forth shall 
be mustered for service without fur- 
ther enlistment' and without further 
medical examination prior to mustpr 
except for those states and territories 
that have not adopted the standard 
of medical examination prescribed for 
the regular army;.

Honor Conferred On TLa. Crosse Con- 


gressman in Selection to Deliver 


Speech Upon Occasion 


The Memorial Day address of Con- 


gressman John _J. Esch of this city, 
at Arlington, the beautiful old Lee 
manor, was one of the nicest bits of 
oratory recorded May 30th. The La 
Crosse representative was honored 
with the selection as the orator of 
the .day at this stately 
occasion, 


which is attended by high officials 
of Washington. 


Mr. Esch's oration was published 
by the Washington Star in part as 
follows:- 


"More than two score years have 
passed since the civil war upheaved 
our nation to the point of open rup- 
ture. 
A war which called forth for 
its suppression the energies and sa- 
crifices of more than a million loyal 
sons. Among these were those whose 
graves 
now 
hallow 
this 
sacred 
ground, this necropolis overlooking 
the_ capital, this mecca of a. nation's 
patriotism, Arlington. Among these 
are those whose memory we this day 
honor and with whom you, veterans 
of the republic, were comrades in 
arms. 
"Forty years have In their passage 
brought a new generation upon the 
scene whose knowledge of the rebel- 
lion comes 
from tradition or the 
printed page. 
You, who have had 
the rigors of war engraven, upon your 
memories by shot and shell, by bay- 
onet and saber, need no word from 
me to declare the duties of this day 
and hour. As 'members of the Grand 
Army of the Republic,, as comrades 
with those who have gone before, as 
soldiers in the Spanish 
war, you 
throng the cemeteries of the land, 
followed by a sympathetic 
people. 
But to the present 
generation 
it 
seems fitting and proper that a scene 
In this bloody yet glorious conflict 
be lifted up-as an Inspiration, as a 
standard-of the high courage of the 
armies north and south. 
The Day's Memories. 
"In these changeful and material- 
istic days we are prone to forget the 
valorous deeds of our fathers and 
the principles for which they gladly 
suffered sickness, wounds and death. 
If absence of public dangers has be- 
gotten apathy and want of patriotism 
let this day's teachings relnvigorate 
our minds and hearts with the know- 
edge of the courageous deeds done 
by veterans living and "dead. Let the 
story of a single battle,' imperfectly 
narrated though it be, kindle in us 
a feeling of admiration for the Am- 
erican soldier and of gratitude that 
in his bravery and devotion the re- 
public 'has Its chief bulwark." 
Battle Heroes Are Glorified. 
Giving word pictures of the bat- 
tles of Lookout Mountain,' Shiloh, 
Champion Hills and Vicksburg, Re- 
presentative Esch refeVred to 
the 


brave men. who had' won. them, and 
said:

"They lived for a name, for their 
country they died; 


• They -were all- that 
to lifey. en- 
twined them.

Not soon shall the tears of 
their 
country be dried, 


So long as their friends stay be-

hind." 


'•On this Memorial Day, with all 
these tokens , of 
man's 
mortality 
about us, the lowly grave, the cross, 
the towering shaft, the spring flowers 
which tell of nature's resurrection, 
'a feeling of sadness comes over; us 
which our souls cannot resist,' when 
we remember that these great cap- 
tains of our' nation's salvation, ex- 
cept Howard, with thousands whom 
they were won't to lead, are already 
numbered in the bivouac of the dead. 


"The great are falling from us one 


b y one, . . . ' . ' .

As fall the patriarchs of the forest 
trees. 
The wind shall seek them vainly. 


And the sun gaze on their vacant 
space for centuries." 


Remembrances for Men in Ranks. 
"In thus justly honoring the names 
and memories of the great dead, let
